The public will be neither surprised nor
shocked to hear of Teller and Chandler
being called into the cabinet. Both
nominations have been expected and
discounted. Teller is a Stalwart and
his predecessor has been bounced with-
out consideration. Hunt was a time-
serving, low-grade fellow, of no possible
account, and even of less political service
than credit to any administration. With
(:arfield’slack of knowledge of men Hunt
was imposed upon his amiable desire to
have the South represented in the cabi-
net, and his cringing efforts to have him-
self retained have doubtless only made
his ultimate ouster the more certain.
Finally, the St. Petersburg mission is
bestowed upon him. He is probably so
anxious for place that he doesnot appre-
ciate that for years this post has been
one of exile for superfluous politicians.
Hunt will find it especially chilly
because the expenses of the mission al-
ways exceed the salary attaching to it.
But if he can pension a lot of his family
as paid attaches of the legation he may

weather through, and, unless some rich
numskull who wants distinction more
than salary displaces him he may be
kept at St. Petersburg as long as there

is a llepublican administration at Wash-
ing. ** Bill” Chandler is an unscrupu-
lous, business-like politician, who has
for years served Blaine and the devil.

It is not likely that he has been made
dispenser of the vast patronage of the

Well Done.

The joint committees of councils are
made up with more fairness and fitness
than for many years. This is partly due
to the fact that the control ot the two
brauches is divided between the parties,
and that each has a slender majority,
partiy to the better average of qualifica-
tion which chuaracterizes the member-
ship, and partly to the good judgment,
fairness and co-operation of the presi-
dents in constituting the committees.
As designated finally every member of
councils gets a place ; of the three lead-
ing committees that of financeis equally
apportioned between the parties, the
street committee will be Kepublican bya
majority of one, and the water commit-
tee, the mayor being chairman ec-officio,
will be Democratic by one majoritys
while the other committees will be about
a8 evenly divided as the circumstances
would admit. What is of more import-
ance, however. the members seem to be
assigned with special reference to their
experience and fitness, and those in
charge of the more important commit-
tees, the public have reason to be confi-
dent, will go far to remedy any mistakes
that have been made and to avert the
dangers that have been incurred by the
Republicans selecting heads of depart-
ments with a view to ““personal favor in
caring for the best workers of the ward”
rather than from the excellent consider-
ations of eflicient civil service so patriot-
ically recommended by the New Erua.
Presidents Borger and Davis have done
well, and if their appointees fulfil public
expectations we ought to have credit-
able city legislation this municipal year.

WE cannot see that the Eramines has
profited anything by charging that the
editor of the New Era allowed-his paper
to be edited by Democrats when it suc-
cessfully supported -JJudge l.ong and
some other respectable Democrats on a
fusion ticket in 18G1. It has simply

The singular
thing about it, withal, is that of all the
persons Puck caricatures scarcely one is a
likely nominee of 1884, Judging by the
past history of our politics it is safe to say
that not Blaine, Sherman, Conkling, Ed-
munds, Graot, Hayes, Evarts nor Mac:
Veagh ; nor Tilden, Thurman, Hancock,
McClellan, nor Field : Ben Butler, David
Davis wmor Charles Francis Adams
will be taken. Mr. Arthur, of the
Republicans, and Mr. Bayard or Mr.
Hewit, of the Democrats, in this picture,
may be called. There are none others who
will be apt to be exposed to the *‘ season”
of 1884,

HE IS BELIEVED T0 BE IN COSTODY.

The Notorions Kansas Uutiaw and Perpe-
trator of Many Murd2rs Captured
by the St. Louis Pelice,

The police authorities at St. Louis be-
lieve they have at last captured old man
Bender, Kansas butcher. The arrest
was made last Tuesday afterncon, but the
police have kept the affair secret. The cir-
eumstances of the arrest are that Herman
H. Green, who resides in St. Louis, was
formerly a private in the Sixth infantry,
and in 1871 was stationed at Osage sta-
tion, Kansas, seven miles from which John
Bender and family resided.

The man
sup to be John Bender gave his name
as John Baelis. His two companions
stated that they lived in county,
Mo., and they had come down the river
intending to go to Arkansas. They met
an old man named ** Baelis'’ and he want-
ed to accompany them, to which they
finally consented, and *‘ Baclis "' had been
in confinoment since.

THE SOUTHERN FLOODS,

Exient of the Damage in Loulsians, Miss-
Issippl and Arkansas,

Governors McEnery, of Louisiana, Low-
ry, of Mississippi, and Churchill, of Ar-
kansas, have written to the New York
Heraldin relation to the Mississippi floods.
Gov. McEnery says that in fourteen par-
ishes of his state, containing a total popu-
lation of 179,623, more than 75,000 aro
sufferers from the overflow. The flood
will extend to the lower Atchafalaya
country, and new breaks are threatened
from Concordia to the gulf, which may
submerge the greater part of the sugar
plantations. The three governors agree in
the opinion that the states suffering fyom
the overflow are unable to meet the emer-
gency, and aid must come from outside,
and that the general government should
rebuild the levees. The Mississippi river
was reported falling yesterday from Cairo
to New Orleans, but the reports from the
lower parishes of Louisiana continue very
unfavorable. In Morgan, all the baker
shops and the market house have been
closed by the flood. One stall has been
opened in the railway depot. In Centre-
ville the water is waist deep in the front
street. At New Iberia the water has risen
five inches in the last twenty-four honrs.

THE QUESTION OF WAGES

DIFFERENCES AND ADJUSTMENTS.

Status of the Labor Troubles Uver the Coun.
try—Some Strikes and Some Conces-
sions—Dally Badget of News,

Notice was posted yesterday in the Har-
mony mill, at Cohoes, New York, that
owing to the depressed coundition of the
market, wages would be reduced on an
average, ten per cent. on and after April
25. The notice caused much excitement
among the” employees, who assert that
they ** have been discussing for a month a
proposed demand for an increase of w
and that the notice was posted to off
the demand.” The employers say on the
other hand that they are paying more for
the same class of work than mills in North
Adams and other manufacturing centres.
The reduction in the Harmony mills will
affect 5,000 persons, on whom 10,000 de-
pend for support.

The carpenters of New York city, ata
meeting last night, resolyed to demand
$8.50 per day on Baturday, and, if it is re-
fused, strike on Monday. The ment
for $3.50 per day *‘ is to last one year with
eight hours’ work on Saturdays.”

There will probably be no general strike
in New Brunswick, New Jersey, the jour-
neymen masons at that place having been
granted an increase of 50 cents per day,
and the other trades promised an advance.

The men employed by the Muskegan
Boom company, at Detroit, struck yester-
day tor &2 per day, with ten hours asa
day’'s work.

A STATESMAN SWINDLED.

HMow Charles Francis Adams Lost $19,350

ina Game.

It has been reported for some months
that the health of Charles Francis Adams
the well-known statesman, was gradually
failing, althought the fact has been kept
secret as faras possible by his family. No
suspicion of his true condition, however,
has been generally known and therefore
the story of his being fleeced by banco
gamblers creates a sensation. Mr. Adams
had a balance in the Boston Merchants’
National bank of $18,000. Two or three
days ago his family were notified that he
had overdrawn his account. This they
thought strange and an investigation at
once followed. The party depositing the
check was seen and after many negotia-
tions two men pgiving the names of J. B,
Morrison and J. . Norton were induced
by promises to give the story. They ac-
knowledged having inveigled Mr. 8
on March 28 into a house on Boylston
street, where the game of banco was pro-
gressing, and where he (Adams) began to
play, finally losing $19,350 for which he
gave checks of $17,500, $1,600 and $2,600.

The checks were presented for payment

some days after the swindle by
one of the parties concerned there-
in. At first it was thought by

the bank officials that Adams’ signa-
ture was a forgery. Iuvestigation proved
however, that it was genuine and it was
cashed. Immediately the family took
hold of the case and Charles F. Adams
jr., and John Quinecy Adams, employed
private detectives to trace the scoundrels.
This was, it is said, after Mr. Adams had
confessed he had been duped. It was
ascertained that the money, after the
check had been cashed, was deposited to
the order of the person drawing it in the
same bank. Morrison was arrested on the
10 o’clock train for New York. Norton
is still at large.

MEETING OF THE SCHOUL BOARD.

Reports of Committees—Estimated Receipts
and Expenditures for the Curvent
Year—City Soperintendent’s Re-
purt—Election of Teachers.

A stated meeting of the board of direc
tors of Lancaster city school distiict was
held in common council chamber last even-

ing.

ﬁ'he following mamed members were
present : Messrs. Breneman, Brosius,
Carpenter, Cochran, Eberman, Erisman,
Evans, Haas, Hattman, Herr, Johunston,
Levergood, Marshaill, MeConomy, Morton,
Reimensuyder, Rhoads, Ringwals, Rich.
ards, Schwebel, " Slaymaker, Smeych, A.
J. Soyder, E. G. Sanyder, Warfel, West-
haeffer, Wilson, Christian Zecher, Geo.
W. Zecher, Baker, president.

The minutes of last meeting were read
and approved.

Mr. Warfel, from the superintending
committee, presented the following re-

rt
g the Prestdent and Members of the Lancas-

ter Uity School Bourd :

Your committee would respectfully re-
port the following as their action on mat-
ters referred to them by the ety superin-
tendent :

They directed that teachers of single-
room primary and secondary schools
should held responsible for the order
and progress in their respective rooms.
Teachers of higher grades should, how-
ever, render assistance to those of lower
grades in preserving order, when called
upon by the latter for the purpose.

They approved the action of the city
superintendent in temporarily appointing
Miss Salome Carpenter to the position
made vacant by the resignation of Miss
Gundaker, and they recommend to the
board that the appointment be conlirmed
for the balance of the term.

They also approved of the action of the
superintendent in transferring Miss R,
Bair to the position made vacaunt by the
resignation of Miss Clarkson, and of Miss
Smith to the place previously occupied by
Miss Bair, both transfers, however, to be
without increase of salary, and they
further directed that an assistant teacher
should be placed in Miss Stahl’s sechool at
the salary of a second assistant.

They approved of the transfer tempora-
rily of Mpmn Baker from the Rocklaml
street secondary school to the charge of
one of the James strect schools, and of
the appointment of Miss Sharpas substi-
tute for Miss Baker, and they authorized
the superintendent to transfer a teacher
from a primary school when the smallsess
of the attendance would justify it, and
the teacher was willing, to serve as a
substitute for any other teacher tempor-
arily and unavoidably absent.

They further agreed, Mr. Richards dis-
senting, te recommend to the board that
the city superintendent be authorized to
organize a city institute to continne for the
toree days preceding the opening of the
schools in September, with the wouder-
standing that the city schools be not
closed during the time of the annual eoun-
ty institute.

The subjoined table proves that our pop-
ulation is spreading, and the erection of
new buildings for school purposes makes it
possible to reduce the number of teachers
employed in the héll"l’-.of the cily ; our

resent system of renders it very
giﬁclﬂt, if not absolutely impossible, to
maintain a proper equilibriam between the
divisions constitutiog our primary aml
secondary schools ; of subjects
require attention befora the annual elec.
tion of teachers, which usually takes
place in June. With a proper system of
grading, and a judicious distribution of
our teaching force, the appointment of ad-
ditional teachers will not be necessary.

Experience in teaching the teachers as
well as the higher classes in the secondary
schools, has more clearly recalled the
great want of illustrative apparatus, and
has strengthened the convietion that the
wisest and most economical course is the
purchase of one set of superior apparatus
for the illustration of mathematical geog
raphy, natural gl.:ilowphy. chemistry and
physiology, to be placed in charge of the
city superintendent. It carmot be too
often repeated that all improvements in
the schools must begin with the teachers,
and they seem to realize this and are
making commendable efforts in the right
direction. Hence, I feel satisfled, in re-
questing the board to aid them by pur-
chasing atL once a copy of Appleton’s
eyeclopedia, and rendering it accessible to
all, by placing it in the teacher’s library,
whence its influence would recaeh into
every school in the city.

The special examination for promotion
to the position made vacant by the resig
nation of Miss Clarkson, was 1 by
Miss D. Roxy Bair, with the following re-
sult : Object Lesson 3, Arithmetic 4,
Writing 1, School Management and Gov
ernment 2.

In conclusion, I would recommend to
the board, the adoption of a rule requir.
ing all applicants, who have never taught,
to be examiued in voeal musie, drawing
aud physiology. In the theory of teach-
ing, the third chapter of Wickersham's
SclLool Economy, and the insrodnction to
his Methods of Inatrnction will be re
quired.
